A Diseased Mind—The Skeleton in Mel- 
ville’s Closet. 


New York, September 18. 
The World's Philadelphia Jispatch: 
says: Danenhower’s criticism of Mel- 
ville’s search for De Long brought out 
a response from Mrs. Melvilie, and 


later on she took fo letter writing. 
What she wrote indicated serious 
mental agitation, Efforts to quiet her 
have of late concealed her malady 
from public view, but last night’s 
meeting, although she had been pre- 
pared for it, disturbed her greatly and 
this morniog, if not earlier, Melville 
became aware for the first time of 
the cloud over his home. It is of 
course not yet known to what extent 
Mrs. Melville’s mind may be dis-| 
turbed. | 

* Puriapetputa, September 18. 

Chief Engineer Melville, just re. 
turned from the Arctic here, had a: 
very sad Sunday. He has been 
vbliged to spend the day at the house) 
of a neighbor, and kept away from gis 
own pretty cottage on Sharon Hill, in 
the suburbs of the city. During the 
long dreary months of doubt which 
Mrs. Melville was called upon to en- 
dure, the mental strain was almost too 
much for her. She anxiously awaited 
ber husband's retarn, and the meeting 
of husband and wife last evening was 
very touching. Following this came 
4 reception, at which the neighbors 
were given an opportunity to shake 
the engiveer by the hand. The re- 
ception was not over until a late hour. 
Mrs. Melville stood by the side of her 
busband, proud of the honor so freely 
given him by hundreds of visitors. 
Sharon Hill had been illuminated dur- 
ing the evening and every house was 
covered with bunting. After the 
houses were closed for the night sev 
eral young men kept watch. Several 
suspicious characters were observed 
hanging about and the watchers were 
fearful that a raid was intended on 
the bunting and flags everywhere dis- 
played ia profusion. About 3 o’clock 
this morning there was a stir at the 
Melville cottage, and physiciafié were 
summoned. Mrs. Melville is-danger- 
ously ill and broken down completely. 
Her nerves have given way and she 
was out of her head. Her malady 
took a curious turn. While her little 
children could remain with her with 
nerfect safety, she seems to have es- 
pecial antipathy against her husband. 
She is very violent when he is in her 
presence. So to-day Engineer Mel- 
ville was obliged to remain with 
friends, who deemed it best that he 
should not see her. The Coctors say 
the lady is completely broken down 
through anxiety, but hope she will re- 
cover. M-lville will probably report 
in Washington to-morrow. 

PuILapevputs, September 18. 

The Philadelphia press will publish 
to-morrow an interview with Mrs, 
Melville, wife of Engineer Melville, 
in which she announces that after his 
arrival at his home in this city a long 
standing dispute broke out betwee s 
himself and his wife, which ended in 
his leaving the house and abandonin: 
the family. When Mr. Melville bai 
greeted his| children Saturday night, 
says Mrs. Melville, on the porch, he 
came to me. I[ was waiting for him 
in the dining-room alone. He came 
in and [ said to him, “ Oh, George! I 
am glad to see you! Are you not glad 
to get back and see me?” He made 
no reply, and his arms hung limp at 
his side. Then Meta caught him by 
the hand and said, ‘‘Kiss me again, 
papa, I am so.glad to see you,’ and 
he turned upon her and exclaimed in 
an angry manner, ‘‘ Who taught you 
to sav that?” Then I said, ‘Ohgs 
George, don’t talk so. Some one will 
hear you. The house is full of your 
friends. Let us go out in the parlers 
and receive them.” ‘‘ They are no 
friends of mine,” he replied. “Th 
are your friends.’ I Jed him in » 
the parlors, but one or two of the 
guests had heard his gruff greeting, 
and were greatly astonished; but all 
the evening I remained by his side, 
and though my heart was breaking, I 
tried to bear up through it all. “Can 
you account for his strange be- 
havior?” ‘Nothing further than that 
I displeased him ip regard to money 


on his retura froma voyage. During 
his last trip he only allowed me $90 a 
month. How could I keep up his 
house and grounds and clothe myself 
and his children and send them to 
school and meet household expenses 
out of that? That’s what displeased 
him. This thing has been pending 
for years, and now it is come and out, 
and it will kill me.” Later Mrs. Mel- 
ville described his breaking away 
from the house and leaving his family 
without a dollar in the house, or food 
to eat. “He left me in a most heart- 
less manner, $she said, ‘and I never 
want tosee bim again.” Considera- 
ble comment has been occasioned by 
Melville’s delay in reaching his home, 
and the extraordinary scene which 
closed his homeward journey is said

The latest one in 
the Washington Star last’evening cop- 
ied from a New York paper, 1s the 
first that takes definite shape, stating 
a charge made by Lieutenant Danen- 
hower that if he (Melville) had not 
turned back from the first search, 
Captain De Long and his companiens- 
might have beea saved. The above 
alleged charge never has been made 
by me. In the first place, facts would 
not admit such a charge, for when 
Melville turned back the Captain's 
party had been dead at least 15 days. 
In the second place, I would never 
make such acharge except to proper 
official authorities. I always avoided 
adverse and premature criticisms on 
my late comrades, and will simply 
refer to what I said when confronted 
by half a score of journalists on board 
the Celtic on my arrival at New York, 
and published in the Herald May 29th, 
1882, under the caption “ Vindication 
of Melville.” This was caused by my 
learning that he had been hastily and 
unfairly criticised previous to my re- 
turn. I made no charge against any- 
one. My personal relations with Mr. 
Melville have been of a very pleasant 
character.

The surrendered rebel of- 
ficers are confined in the Khedive’s 
palace. Two squadrons of cavalry 
from Marcont, after having beer dis- 
armed, marched into Alexandria to- 
day. Suleiman Bey, the supposed in- 
stigator of the burning of Alexandria, 
has been captured.
